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Difficult 
decisions 
for chiefs 
over cuts 

COUNCIL bosses in Walsall 
have admitted they faced 
difficult decisions as the 
extent of the cuts to chil¬ 
dren’s services was revealed. 

Some 37 staff would be 
made redundant from chil¬ 
dren’s centres, while some 
taxi journeys for families 
paid for by the council could 
also be cut to save £100,000. 

The authority needs to 
save £19m in 2014/15, 
including £5m from the chil¬ 
dren’s services department, 
and £100m over five years. 

Councillor Rachel 

Andrew, portfolio holder for 
children’s services in Walsall 
Council coalition, said: “It’s 
been well-documented that 
the council needs to save 
£100 million over the next 
five years meaning difficult 
decisions have to be made 
both now and in the years 
ahead. 

“It’s important to remem¬ 
ber that all the savings 
options put forward are still 
proposals and no firm deci¬ 
sions have been made yet. 

“Consultation has taken 
place with a wide range of 
people including residents, 
service users, councillors, 
the business sector, staff, 
voluntary and community 
organisations, and all the 
feedback will be presented to 
cabinet at its meeting on 
December 11. 

“The final proposals, will 
then go to full council for 
approval in February.” 

Community 
facility 18 th 

A COMMUNITY facility in 
Walsall town centre which 
includes a church, shopping 
mall and coffee shop is cele¬ 
brating its 18th birthday. 

The Crossing at St Paul’s, 
in Darwall Street, has 
organised guided tours for 
pupils, as well as craft activ¬ 
ities for youngsters, dis¬ 
plays, music and free 
refreshments on Saturday. 

On Sunday, there will be a 
special 18th birthday 
service. Rev Mark Kinder, 
the vicar of St Paul’s, said:

DOG ATTACK FAMILY 
IN IAW CHANGE CALL

Assaults are 
admitted 
man on 

A MAN has admitted sexually assaulting 
women as they travelled on buses in the 
Black Country. Mr James Dunstan, prose¬ 
cuting, told Wolverhampton Crown Court 
that Zeeshan Ali approached his first victim 
on May 9 at Walsall bus station. 

When her bus arrived, she got on and sat 
down, and despite there being plenty of 
other seats the 24-year-old sat next to her. 

“He had put his arms across the seat by 
her shoulders and left it there,” said Mr 
Dunstan. He then got up to leave the bus but 
put out his hand for her to shake. 

He said: “Out of politeness she went to 
shake it, and he pulled her towards him, and 
put his face next to hers as if to kiss her 
cheek, but then tried to kiss her lips.” 

The girl went to the police. On June 20 a 
29-year-old woman was on a bus from 
Walsall to Wolverhampton at 12.40pm when 
Ali sat next to her. Mr Dunstan said: “He 
went to put his jacket on his lap. She then 
felt her right thigh being rubbed.” 

On August 4 a third victim suffered a 
similar fate to the first, it was heard. Ali, of 
Lichfield Road, Walsall, eventually pleaded 
guilty. Miss Sarah Allen, defending, said Ali 
had already spent three months in custody. 

Judge John Warner sentenced him to a 
community order for three years with 
supervision, and said he is to go on a sex 
offenders treatment programme. He was 
also ordered to pay a £60 victim surcharge. 


THE FAMILY of a girl mauled by a 
vicious Japanese Akita dog are now 
campaigning for a change in the law. 

It follows the father’s recounting of the dre¬ 
aded moment when he watched as the snarling 
huge dog crept up and attacked his nine-year- 
old daughter like a ‘tiger hunting its prey’. 

Without a moment of hesitation, 37-year-old web 
designer Simon Hryhoruk lunged into action, as he 
tried to pull the dog by the neck in a desperate 
attempt to loosen its fierce grip from Amy’s head. 

Following their ordeal, the Hryhoruk 
family, led by Amy’s grandfather Peter, a 
retired Army colonel from the Royal Corps 
of Signals, now want to see dog owners be 
liable for their pets’ actions - not whoever 
happens to be in the house at the time. 

Amazingly, Amy suffered no facial 
injuries but her father has been left with 
V scarring on his arms and legs. Japanese 
j§ Akitas, which can weigh up to nine stone, 
_ are not classified as dangerous under the 

■ ■ A Dangerous Dogs Act. 

■ Pensioner Nirmal Singh, 60, who also 

lives in Lichfield Road, Rushall, was fined 
£750 plus kenneling and prosecution fees of 
£7,653.81 and £1,200, after admitting being 
responsible for the dog at the time of the 
attack despite the pet actually belonging to 
his son Amrit Pal. 

Mr Hryhoruk senior said: “While we 
welcome this conviction and the punish¬ 
ment given, we do feel sympathy for Mr 
Singh. Because of the bizarre way the law 
works with dangerous dogs he has had to 
carry the can so to speak simply because his 
son who owns the dog was not in.” 

Jumping 

Mr Hryhoruk is going to write to Home 
Secretary Teresa May and ask for the law to 
be changed using the case as an example. 

On the attack itself, Simon Hryhoruk 
said: “I literally had just got back to the 
house when I saw the dog slowly approach 
Amy, before sprinting and jumping on her. It 
knocked her over flat and started mauling 
her. Luckily she had turned away. It was just 
like how you see a tiger hunting its prey on 
a David Attenborough programme.” 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard he 
‘predatory’ beast - described as one of the 
most dangerous dogs ever seized by West 
Midlands Police - had escaped the home of 
pensioner Singh before crossing the road 
and ‘stalking’ Amy who was waving goodbye 
to her grandmother on the driveway. 

As a result of the attack, Rushall JMI 
pupil Amy suffered bite marks to the back of 
her head and required stitches.

are still being finalised, 
council bosses have said. 

It comes after the work 
was previously delayed 
because of nesting birds, but 
it was thought it would 
finally get off the ground at 
the end of September. 

The work had been 
expected to start at Easter 
and the visitor centre had 
originally been due to open 
later this year and be fully 
operational in 2014. 

Work on the showpiece 
visitor centre was delayed 
with council chiefs announc¬ 
ing they did not want to 
disturb wildlife and had to 
carry out work to stabilise 
an embankment at the park 
to make the area safe first. 

Council bosses now say 
that talks with contractors 
are expected to be resolved 
soon to allow the final stage 
of the restoration pro¬ 
gramme to push ahead. 

Councillor Anthony 
Harris, Walsall Council’s 
portfolio holder for leisure 
and culture, said: “Work has 
not started on the visitor 
centre yet as we are in 
advanced negotiations with 
the contractor over the 
terms of the contract.”

Powers for 
dealing with 
yobs used on 
20 occasions 

NEW powers to tackle yobs 
who have been plaguing two 
Walsall neighbourhoods by 
taking drugs, drinking and 
fighting have been used 20 
times in the five months 
since they were launched, it 
has been revealed. 

A dispersal order has been 
granted to deal with prob¬ 
lems around Reedswood and 
Beechdale. 

It follows a series of com¬ 
plaints from residents that 
their lives were being made a 
misery by yobs. Police 
revealed there had been a 
total of 20 dispersals since 
June, with seven being 
carried out in June, one in 
July, nine in August and 
three in September. There 
were none in October. 

The order runs until 
January 1 and allows offi¬ 
cers to move on groups of 
two or more people sus¬ 
pected of anti-social behav¬ 
iour in certain areas. 

Anyone under the age of 
16 can be taken back to their 
home address if caught 
causing trouble between 
9pm and 6am. 

Troublemakers who per¬ 
sistently break the order 
could be forced to leave the 
area and could be arrested. 

Pc Steve Kidd said: “Sadly 
the actions of a few individu¬ 
als have a negative effect on 
the whole community.” 


arettes were found. 

The cigarettes, worth 
around £13,000, were seized 
during the raids, which were 
carried out on Monday 
morning and afternoon. 

Most of the haul was 
unearthed at the shop in 
Caldmore, where the major¬ 
ity of the cigarettes were 
found behind false walls and 
in various hiding places. 

A tobacco detection dog 
was brought in to help with 
the search. Half a dozen 
packets of cigarettes were 
seized from a shop in 
Birchills during Operation 
Dalmatian, also on Monday 
afternoon. 

Meanwhile, officers 
uncovered items purporting 
to be well-known brands 
such as Ugg boots, Converse 
trainers, Dr Dre Beats head¬ 
phones, Ralph Lauren, Fred 
Perry and Lacoste knitwear, 
Louis Vuitton belts and Ray- 
Ban sunglasses at Bescot 
Market on Sunday. 

Officials say had the items 
been genuine, they would 
have been worth more than 
£20,000. Officers also dis¬ 
covered some counterfeit 
tobacco, which was taken 
away after a search was con¬ 
ducted of a number of vehi¬ 
cles at the market. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, port¬ 
folio holder for public pro¬ 
tection at Walsall Council, 
said people should be wary of 
buying items that seemed to 
be a bargain. He added: 
“Fake goods are often of poor 
quality and as a basic rule if 
the deal seems too good to be 
true it probably is.” 

He pledged that the 
council would continue to 
crack down on the sale of 
counterfeit goods in the 
borough.

Town fire station may be rebuilt 


BLOXWICH Fire Station could be rebuilt 
under new plans which have been unveiled. 

New proposals drawn up by West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service would see a former bank 
which is on the site of the current base on 
the High Street either revamped and sold 
off, used as a training base or bulldozed. 

If the site is cleared then it could provide 
an ‘opportunity’ to see the current station 
rebuilt. The move is part of a review of the 
buildings owned by the fire service which 
would see firefighters’ training take place at 
stations or in the community instead. 


A report on the issue stated if the bank 
site was knocked down it may create an 
opportunity to build a new station and sell 
the existing station plot which is on land 
behind the bank. 

Fire authority member and Walsall coun¬ 
cillor Keith Chambers said fire chiefs were 
looking at selling off the bank site and said 
no decision had been taken over whether the 
main station would be rebuilt. 

He added: “This building is not serving 
any purpose at all. It is a good decision to 
dispose of it to generate capital receipts.”

A COLLEGE has scooped a 
£15,000 grant which will be 
used to inspire the next gen¬ 
eration of entrepreneurs and 
help students set up their 
own community projects. 

Teenagers at Walsall 
College are setting up social 
enterprises including a T- 
shirt printing venture, 
healthy eating workshops 
and cupcake shops. 

The college in Littleton 
Street West, is the only 
campus in the region to 
receive funding as part of 
the project which is being 
run by the FE Pioneer fund 
and UnLtd which offers help 
to social enterprise schemes. 

Help will be offered to stu¬ 
dents aged 16 to 21 through 
the Enterprise Hub who set 
up their own projects in the 
community. 

Cash will be dished out 
based on a range of criteria 
including students’ passion 
to make a change in the local 
community. The project has 
been launched to coincide 
with Global Entrepreneur- 
ship Week and an enterprise 
fair was held at the college’s 
Wisemore Campus. 

UnLtd award manager 
Andy Haynes said: “We are 
excited to be supporting the 
college as it works with stu¬ 
dents to develop enterprises 
that will make a positive 
social change to the commu¬ 
nity.”

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Ex-police 
officer in 
abusive 
messages 

THERE was ‘no excuse’ for 
an ex-police officer and 
council worker to bombard a 
former colleague with abus¬ 
ive text messages and phone 
calls, a court heard as she 
was found guilty of harass¬ 
ment. 

Claire Horsley, aged 37, 
targeted her victims after 
being sacked by Walsall 
Council. She picked on two 
police officers who lived near 
her home in Little Haywood, 
Stafford. 

One of them was des¬ 
cribed by prosecutor Mrs 
Moira Bell as “one of the 
most distraught witnesses I 
have come across.” 

She said there was ‘no 
excuse’ for Horsley’s behav¬ 
iour. Horsley began working 
at Walsall Council in 2006 
after leaving Leicestershire 
Police Force in 2002. 

She targeted Elizabeth 
Moss and Thomas Clark, 
officers with West Midlands 
Police, despite never having 
spoken to them before. 

The court heard she had 
also sent a barrage of 
abusive texts and calls to 
Joanne Mellor-Shaw after 
their friendship ended. 

Horsley unsuccessfully 
tried to claim that she was 
the real victim of harass¬ 
ment, alleging she was 
bullied by both Mrs Mellor- 
Shaw and Miss Moss. 

Horsley, of St Marys Road, 
was found guilty of three 
counts of harassment with¬ 
out violence and three of 
intimidating a witness. She 
had denied the charges. 

Horsley was remanded in 
custody for reports to be pre¬ 
pared. The case was adjour¬ 
ned until Monday when she 
is due to be sentenced.

Councillors join fight to get rid of chicanes

THEY are supposed to slow drivers down - 
but householders in a residential street 
claim traffic calming measures are actually 
having the opposite effect. 

Campaigners in Dangerfield Lane, Dar- 
laston, say boy racers and other drivers are 
swerving between two chicanes, which 
were installed more than 10 years ago. 

Now they have collected a 200-name peti¬ 
tion demanding that Walsall Council 
remove them after accidents, near-misses 
and problems with parking. 

Trader and campaign organiser Bhupin- 
der Singh Kullar, of Tubsy’s Store, set up 
the petition after ongoing traffic problems 


along the road, which links the A4038 Mox- 
ley Road and the A41 Black Country Route. 
“The chicanes have been here for years, but 
I’m afraid in that time they have not been 
doing their job. They are not a deterrent 
and need to be ripped out,” he said. 

“Some passing motorists don’t want to 
stop to give way to oncoming traffic. If there 
are cars parked on either side of the road 
and some of the large vehicles can’t get 
through, tempers do flare with drivers bec¬ 
oming abusive. We also have a nursery 
school near one of the chicanes and there 
are road safety concerns among families.” 

Darlaston South representatives Coun¬ 


cillors Paul and Chris Bott are backing the 
petition. “The chicanes were put in a 
number of years ago to slow the traffic 
down because of issues back then with rat¬ 
running,” said Councillor Paul Bott. 

“They were put in to reduce traffic speed 
to 20mph down Dangerfield Lane. But it 
has created the effect that everyone is 
racing through them because they don’t 
want to give way to oncoming traffic. ” 

He said the chicanes should be removed 
to allow the free flow of traffic. Recently a 
sports car struck one of the chicanes result¬ 
ing in a wheel coming to rest in a nearby 
garden. 


Ex-mayor riding high with 
argument against new car 


ONE former Walsall Mayor has hit out at 
Walsall Council for their £50,000 expenditure 
on a new Jaguar XJ at a time when he says the 
authority needs to tighten its belt. 

Richard Worrall’s stance when he wore the chain of 
office in the 1990s, was to jump on a bike, or hop on 
the bus - anything but use the expensive mayoral car. 


The 69-year-old has 
joined the fierce debate 
about the borough mayor’s 
car after it emerged Walsall 
Council controversially 
spent the cash at a time they 
are making £19 million 
savings and 332 job cuts. 

He said the decision to 
fork out thousands for a 
Jaguar ‘wasn’t a very clever 
move’. 

“When I was mayor back 
in the 1990s, I tried not to 
use the mayoral car as much 
as possible,” he said. “I 
would go places by bus, bike 
or even walk if I could. I 
never turned up to a council 
meeting in a car. 

“I just felt then - and I 
still do now - that we need to 
do something about the way 
we travel around.” 

Costly 

Mr Worrall described his 
decision to use greener 
forms of transport as having 
more to do with saving the 
environment but it would 
have certainly saved some 
pennies too. 

“I did it my way to save 
the environment,” he con¬ 
tinued. “A Ford Mondeo was 
hired as the mayoral car 
after the previous one, a 
Daimler, was sent to a motor 
museum in France. That 
had been very costly. 

“For a mayor, a Mondeo 
would be seen as rather 
downmarket, but the mayor 
does not have to arrive in an 
expensive limousine. People 
are happy to meet the mayor, 
a nice friendly face. That’s 
all they care about. When I 
read about the council 



spending £50,000 on a new 
mayoral car, I thought it 
wasn’t a very clever move.” 

In total Mr Worrall made 
800 appointments during 
his year-long term from 
1996-97 and he said he 
reached the vast majority of 
them by bike, bus, train or 
even in an electric car. He 
even had a civic pennant put 
on the front of his bike. 

Peugeot in Coventry had 
been designing early models 
of electric cars and Mr 
Worrall was allowed to use 
one for several months - and 
at times he would simply 
walk, if the appointments 
were close enough. 

Mr Worrall was re-elected 
as a councillor after an eight- 
year break last May. The 
retired teacher had previ¬ 
ously campaigned for the 
National Pensioners’ Con¬ 
vention for free bus travel 
for senior citizens. 

He added: “I remember 
one time when I left my bike 
outside the council house 
and when I came out later 
someone had stolen the 
saddle.” 

Mr Worrall is quick to leap 
to the defence of current 
mayor Councillor Moham¬ 
mad Nazir, saying the deci¬ 
sion to buy a new Jaguar was 
not down to him. 

Union chiefs have been 
highly critical over the 
expenditure on the new 
mayoral car. But council 
leader Mike Bird has said 
coughing up £50,000 will 
have no impact on potential 
redundancies.

IT IS reported that theft from shops in the UK now costs 
us £3,400 million a year, or about £124 per household. It is 
a colossal sum but what did the politicians expect when 
they effectively decriminalised shoplifting? Gone are the 
days when shoplifters were hauled before the courts to 
have their dishonesty dissected in public and their convic¬ 
tions printed in the local newspaper. Oh, the shame. These 
days a first-time shoplifter(and they always claim it’s their 
first time) caught nicking items worth less than £100 is 
issued with a PND, a Penalty Notice of Disorder which is 
little more than a fixed-penalty fine. Pay £80 and you’ll hear 
no more about it. This is probably the biggest bargain in the 
supermarket.

FOR a snapshot of modern attitudes to theft from stores, 
have a look at that great national barometer, the Sky News 
website where one contributor thunders: “The only answer 
to this problem is to FIGHT for a DECENT WAGE.” Actually, 
there is another answer. Try leading a decent, honest life 
and keeping your sticky fingers off other people's property.

MEANWHILE, it emerged this week that we are heading 
for the most debt-ridden Christmas of all time. Total UK 
personal debt stands at £1.43 trillion or if you prefer, 
£1,430,000,000,000. Average debt per British household is 
now £54,000, double the level of a decade ago. And just 
when you're thinking of doing something really desperate 
(like paying off some of your debts), along comes a couple 
of new credit cards, announced this week, which don't 
charge any interest for the first 15 months. Just think of the 
debt you can rack up before things turn nasty. Just what we 
need - the lead lifejacket. 

IT is 50 years since President Kennedy was killed in 
Dallas. Over the following five decades, like so many of my 
generation, I have read endless conspiracy theories and 
watched a succession of reconstructions, documentaries 
and movies. Only one came close to persuading me there 
was more to this killing than a single assassin in the Dallas 
book depository. This was Bonar Menninger's book Mortal 
Error: The Shot That Killed JFK, which I reviewed when it 
was published 21 years ago. Menninger believes Lee 
Harvey Oswald fired only two of the three shots heard that 
day in Dallas. The third and fatal shot, he suggests, was 
fired accidentally by secret service agent George Hickey in 
the car behind Kennedy’s who stood up in alarm when he 
heard Oswald’s shots. It is an elegant theory. It explains not 
only why the three shots happened so quickly but why 
several witnesses said they smelt gunpowder in the air at 
street level. Above all, it is a theory which relies not on a 
conspiracy, which would surely have unravelled by now, 
but on a good, old-fashioned cock-up.

Woman faces sentence 
over partner killing plot 


SHE has been labelled a ‘cold and callous 
individual’ and now Kelly Cliff faces being 
sentenced for plotting to have her partner 
killed, after a jury found her guilty. 

Detective Constable James Connell of Force CID 
said it was a ‘very rare case’ and its seriousness 
cannot be underestimated. 

Cliff had admitted saying she wanted Carl Gallagher - 
with whom she shared a house in Aldridge - to ‘drop dead’ 
during a conversation with Dalton Bowen, but she insisted 
she had never actually intended it to be taken seriously. 


But Mr Bowen was so 
shocked by the discussion 
that he went to the police. 

DC Connell, who is based 
at Bloxwich police station 
and led a team of six officers 
in the investigation, said he 
was pleased with the verdict 
after months of hard work. 

He said: “She is a cold and 
callous individual who has 
now been convicted of a very 
serious offence. I am looking 
forward to finding out what 
sentence she will receive. 

“This was a very rare case 
for us, and I have certainly 
never come across one like 
this before. 

Alarmed 

“She was trying to organ¬ 
ise her partner’s murder. It 
was a long investigation, in 
total we spent eight months 
working on it, and it took a 
great deal of hard work to 
get to this stage, so we are 
delighted.” 

Mr Bowen told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court: “She 
said she wanted her partner 
killed, wiped off the face of 
the earth.” 

He said: “I was meant to 
find out who would do it, 
when and how much. ” 

He said that he was so 
alarmed by the suggestion 
that he reported it to the 
police and Cliff was arrested 
at the couple’s house in 
Brookfield Road, Aldridge, 
on May 5. 

Cliff, aged 40, denied solic¬ 
iting Mr Bowen to kill Mr 
Gallagher between April 2 
and April 6. She told a jury 
that she had talked to Mr 
Bowen about wishing Mr

Gallagher dead but said she 
was only ‘letting off steam’ 
and never thought he would 
do anything about it. 

She said she failed to 
mention the discussion to 
detectives following her arr¬ 
est because she was fright¬ 
ened after being locked up in 
the cells overnight before 
being interviewed. 

Meanwhile, Mr Gallagher 
has since moved out of the 
area. 

Mr Gallagher, who had 
stayed with Cliff throughout 
their 22-year relationship 
during which she had a 
string of affairs, has moved 
to Wales. The current occu¬ 
pant of the house in Brook¬ 
field Road confirmed that 
Mr Gallagher had left 
several months ago. 

Mother-of-two Cliff, aged 
40, was remanded in custody 
after the verdict, after a 
four-day trial. 

The jury had been told 
how Mr Gallagher put up 
with the repeated affairs by 
the woman who wanted him 
dead. 

He said in a sworn state¬ 
ment read to the court: “The 
relationship always had its 
ups and downs and through¬ 
out that time I have been 
aware that she had relation¬ 
ships with other men behind 
my back.” 

The couple had married 
during their long relation¬ 
ship, but divorced seven 
years ago, before reuniting. 

Cliff is due to be sentenced 
on December 6.

Thug gets 
Jail after 
targeting 
pizza man 

A THUG is paying a very 
high price for a £14 pizza 
takeaway after it cost him a 
two year and 10 month cus¬ 
todial sentence. 

James Mills realised he 
did not have enough money 
after it had been ordered, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. So the 20-year- 
old hid in bushes and 
ambushed the delivery 
driver at 1.30am, prosecutor 
Mr Philip Beardwell said. 

Mills leapt from his hiding 
place and pointed a 10-inch 
blade at Mr Khaled Alizadah 
who was forced to hand over 
the meal, the court heard. 

The robber took the pizza 
bag and demanded: ‘What 
else have you got?’, forcing 
the terrified delivery driver 
to hand over £40 cash of his 
own money. Mills then fled, 
but outran Mr Alizadah, who 
returned to the Wishbone 
Takeaway to raise the alarm. 

In the meantime the rob¬ 
ber returned to the address 
from which the order had 
been made in Harvey Road, 
Beechdale - the home of a 
woman he knew - to eat the 
pizza, before hailing a taxi 
back to his home. The fare 
was paid with some of the 
stolen money, the court was 
told. 

The defendant was plag¬ 
ued by drink and drug prob¬ 
lems and had four previous 
convictions involving nine 
separate offences dating 
back to 2009, the court 
heard. Mills from Woodlands 
Court, Bridge Road, Shel- 
field, admitted robbery and 
possession of a knife in the 
early hours of October 24 
and was sent to a Young 
Offenders Institution for 32 
months.

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Fight is on 
to protect 
elderly's 
free trips 

A CAMPAIGN is being 
launched against ‘terrible’ 
plans to strip pensioners of 
free train and tram travel 
and cut funding for Ring and 
Ride services. The proposal 
is part of a £14 million 
package of cuts revealed by 
Centro. 

Under its cost-cutting 
plans, fares for children on 
buses would rise from half 
an adult fee to two thirds 
while funding for the Ring 
and Ride service would be 
reduced. 

Free bus travel for pen¬ 
sioners and the disabled will 
be protected because it is 
required by law, however the 
free tram and train service is 
not. Walsall councillor and 
former mayor Richard 
Worrall revealed he would 
campaign for Centro to have 
a rethink. 

He said: “If there is a 25 to 
30 per cent cut to funding for 
Ring and Ride then there’s 
not going to be a lot left. I am 
very angry at the cuts being 
imposed by the Govern¬ 
ment. It is absolutely terri¬ 
ble.” 

Councillor Worrall will be 
starting a petition and 
organising events to 
promote his campaign. He 
added he believed few 
savings would actually be 
made by axing free tram and 
train travel for pensioners. 

He said: “This is just 
appalling and I am very 
angry at what is being done. 
I don’t blame the leaders of 
the authorities but we need 
to make sure that the 
choices they make are the 
least damaging to the most 
vulnerable people.”

DEVASTATION from the 
infamous Zeppelin raid over 
Walsall will be among the 
talks being staged to mark 
the centenary of the First 
World War.

Phone mast replacement plan is thrown out 


A TELECOMS giant’s bid to replace a con¬ 
troversial phone mast that sparked a High 
Court battle with an even larger model has 
been thrown out. 

Walsall Council had launched legal action 
after claiming Vodafone had put up the mast 
in Pheasey in July 2011 despite the author¬ 
ity throwing out the proposals - but a judge 
ruled there should be no judicial review. 

Vodafone then drew up new plans to 
increase the height of the 48ft phone mast, 
at the junction of Waverley Avenue and 
Beacon Road, by 20cm to improve services 
for customers. 

But Walsall Council’s planning commit¬ 


tee voted unanimously to throw out the pro¬ 
posals at a meeting last night, with council 
leader Mike Bird directing officers to write 
to Vodafone to ask again if the firm will pull 
the current mast down. 

It came after planning officers warned the 
committee that despite the minor size 
increase, the new mast would be ‘consider¬ 
ably more bulky and prominent’ and new 
equipment cabinets would be ‘intrusive’. 

Speaking against the plans, Walsall’s 
regeneration chief Councillor Adrian 
Andrew said: “Our residents are extremely 
annoyed in how this mast ended up here. 

“The new mast will be bigger. The appli¬ 


cant is rubbing salt in the wounds of our 
local residents.” 

Pheasey Park Farm Councillor Chris 
Towe, also speaking against the plans, 
added: “We did offer them alternative sites 
at the time and they refused.” 

Protesters cited health concerns, claim¬ 
ing it is unnecessary and that there are 
many more preferable sites nearby. Plan¬ 
ning agent Chris Taylor, from Mono Con¬ 
sultants, speaking on behalf of the 
applicant, said the new mast would have 
facilitated 4G services. 

But Councillor Bird told the meeting: “It 
is a new application. It is a different mast. 


It’s thicker, it’s taller. We didn’t want the 
first one and we don’t want the second one.” 

The council had previously sought to take 
enforcement action against the mast, with 
more than 350 people signing a petition in 
support of the authority. 

The council said the decision to refuse 
planning permission for the mast was 
posted on its website and sent to bosses at 
Vodafone 11 days before the 56-day deadline 
for a planning decision. 

This was denied by the phone operator, 
which said it had not received the notice of 
refusal and went ahead under ‘permitted 
development’. 



THE GOVERNMENT will be 
asked to confer special 
powers on Walsall to help 
the town protect its ailing 
pub industry. 

It comes after a number of 
pubs have been closed and 
transformed into flats in the 
area. 

Walsall Council is now asking the 
Government to give it greater 
authority to reject applications from 
developers for pubs across the 
borough. 

The plea to Secretary of State for 
communities and local government 
Eric Pickles will call on him to 
return full planning powers to allow 
the council to prevent pubs from 
being converted for other uses. 

Under the plan, no pub will be 
allowed to change use unless it can 
show that continued trading is not 
economically viable, the premises 
has been marketed as a pub for a 
minimum amount of time and the 
change will not lead to a shortage of 
pubs within easy walking distance. 

Backed 

The call for action was backed at 
the full council meeting which took 
place last week. 

Councillor Ian Shires, who pro¬ 
posed the plan, said: “Pubs provide a 
community hub for residents to 
meet, relax, debate and do business. 
When a pub dies, part of the commu¬ 
nity dies. Bit by bit we are letting our 
communities die around us.” 

Council leader Mike Bird said: 
“More people these days are choos¬ 
ing to go to the off-licence where the 
can buy alcohol more cheaply and 
drink it at home where they don’t 
have to worry about drinking and 
driving, and they can have a smoke. ” 

A number of prominent pubs in 
Walsall have been turned into 
homes in recent years. 

The latest is set to be The Station 
Hotel in Bloxwich. 

According to The Campaign for 
Real Ale, 26 pubs are closing a week 
- a total of 1,300 a year - across the 
country.

Scars only skin deep 
as Karl bares his soul 



The word unscarred is tattooed across war hero Karl Hinett’s stomach 


LISA WRIGHT reports on 
Black Country hero Karl 
Hinett who has teamed up 
with Bryan Adams with 
some remarkable results 

The word tattooed across his 
stomach speaks volumes 
about war hero Karl Hinett. 

Although Karl was so badly 
injured in Iraq that he had to learn to 
walk again, the word ‘unscarred’ is 
emblazoned on his torso as a 
reminder of his determination to 
overcome his wounds. 

It is a simple, powerful word summing 
up the spirit of a man who has gone on to 
run countless marathons in aid of charity, 
now candidly displayed framed by his 
shocking scars in a new book by rock star 
Bryan Adams. 

Karl, formerly of Tipton and who now 
lives in Dudley, was invited by Adams to 
strip off to be part of an collection of strik¬ 
ing portraits of injured soldiers called 
Bryan Adams Exposed in Dusseldorf. 

And now the singer has launched a 
book featuring more images called 
Wounded: The Legacy of War. 

As a private with the Staffordshire 
Regiment, Karl, 26, suffered severe 
burns to his hands, legs, arms and face in 
the bombing in 2005 in Iraq. 

Challenges 

His injuries were so bad he had to 
painstakingly learn to walk again. 

But he battled back to compete in 
dozens of gruelling challenges to raise 
money for the hospital that treated him, 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital, Birming¬ 
ham. Around two years ago he was 
approached by the Canadian to pose in 
the pictures. 

He said: “I have to admit it was quite 
an unusual email I got from him, but as I 
read the details I realised I wanted to 
take part. He wanted to capture images 


of soldiers after war, and it was a really 
interesting and exciting project to be 
part of.” He spent most of the morning 
with the star at his studio, and even had 
breakfast with him. 

He said: “He is a really genuine and 
down to earth guy, and really very 
accommodating, making me feel 
welcome. It was very relaxed, and he 
was very clear about what he wanted.” 

Karl posed topless for the star 
putting his burnt and badly scarred 
skin on full display, as well as his dis¬ 
tinctive tattoos. He added: “He is 


known mostly for his music, but he is a 
really very good photographer and was 
very professional.” 

Karl was photographed individually 
but was one of 25 injured soldiers to 
take part in the project. 

He said: “Looking back it was quite a 
bizarre experience being photographed 
by Bryan Adams, but I am really 
pleased I did it. 

“It was a bit odd posing, but he kept 
it quite relaxed and put me at ease.” 

Karl has raised tens of thousands of 
pounds for charity during his 


mammoth fundraising efforts, running 
100 marathons in two years in aid of the 
hospital charity. 

On New Year’s Day 2011 he started a 
marathon challenge to raise cash for 
Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal, where he was nursed back to health. 

He finished the last gruelling 26.2 mile 
run in Liverpool on New Year’s Eve last 
year. 

Meanwhile, he has also announced he 
will be returning to Iraq in an epic chal¬ 
lenge to mark the 10th anniversary of 
when he was horrifically injured in the 
country. 

The soldier will be taking on a 5,000km 
running challenge called ‘Back 2 Iraq 
2015’ in two years time, which will see 
him run across Europe, Turkey and back 
to the Middle East. 

Collection 

Money will be split between the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital Birmingham Charity 
and Walking With The Wounded. Karl 
said the idea was formed with fellow par¬ 
ticipant Jules Roberts, 29. 

They plan to run around a marathon a 
day, starting in England, making their 
way through France, Germany, Prague, 
Serbia, Bulgaria, Turkey and then on to 
Iraq. 

The book was launched earlier this 
month and is a collection of photographs 
and first person accounts from service¬ 
men and women who have cheated death 
whilst serving their country in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

The photography for the book was 
taken by Bryan Adams and the words 
were edited by ITN journalist Caroline 
Froggatt who first approached Bryan 
with the idea to do something to help 
wounded soldiers in 2008. The book has 
taken five years to make and includes 
more than 100 photographs of 40 
wounded servicemen. 

It is published by German publishers 
Steidl and cost £50. 

Proceeds from the book will go to the 
services charities BLESMA, Blind Veter¬ 
ans UK, Combat Stress, SSAFA and War 
Child.

Stolen goods 
gambler fails 
to win appeal 

A FATHER who turned to handling stolen jew¬ 
ellery to fund his gambling addiction has 
failed to convince top judges he was pun¬ 
ished too harshly. 

Father-of-three, Jonathan James Hamilton, was 
‘settled down with a family life, and a successful busi¬ 
nessman’ before he turned to laundering stolen gems 
in a bid to cover his huge gambling debts, a court heard. 


After being jailed 
March he attempted to 
appeal his sentence at a 
hearing at London’s Crimi¬ 
nal Appeal Court. 

The hearing was told by 
Mr Justice Holroyde that 
Hamilton was arrested by 
police in March 2010 while 
trying to sell a £6,500 haul of 
jewellery that had been 
snatched in a house burglary 
just hours before. 

Three months later, a 
police raid on his home 
uncovered smelting gear

and a half years at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court after he 
admitted converting crimi¬ 
nal property. He had also 
laundered the profits from a 
missing trader VAT fraud. 
Hamilton pleaded guilty on 
the basis that he ‘laundered 
£250,000 worth of property’ 
which he suspected to be the 
proceeds of crime. 

He was well known as 
someone ‘who could be ap¬ 
proached to dispose of prop- 
uestions 


and other paraphernalia erty with no qui 
designed to melt down gold, asked’. Hamilton has exp¬ 
ressed ‘shame and remorse’ 


Hamilton, also known 
David Bassey, from Walsall, 
was said to have developed a 
‘devastating’ gambling 
habit over a six-year period, 
the court heard, having lost 
over £400,000. 

The 37-year-old, of Park 
Hall Drive, Park Hall, 
Walsall, was jailed for two

A BENEFITS cheat who was 
overpaid to the tune of more 
than £9,000 from the public 
purse, after failing to declare 
she was no longer a single 
parent, used the money to 
repay catalogue debts and 
buy items for her house a 
court was told. 

Leanne Edmunds, a 27-year-old 
mother of three, was sentenced at 
Walsall Magistrates Court after she 
admitted three charges of failing to 
notify of a change in her circum¬ 


stances. Edmunds, of Queen Street, 
Moxley, was rumbled after an anony¬ 
mous tip-off to Walsall Council who 
held a joint investigation with the 
Department of Work and Pensions - 
DWE 

The court was told that she had been 
paid housing and council tax benefits 
and income support, in addition to 
child benefit and child tax credits since 
2008 and was in receipt of £174 a week 
as a lone parent. 

Miss Kerry Munro, prosecuting on 
behalf of Walsall council, told magis¬ 
trates that staff from the DWP had 
received information that Edmunds 
lived with her partner Shaun Price and 


that he was in full-time work. Mrs 
Munro said Edmunds had also applied 
to be rehoused and claimed to live with 
her mother and that she was being 
evicted. 

“She used the benefit payments to 
repay catalogue debts and to buy 
things for the house. 

Mr William Harrison, defending, 
told the magistrates his client would 
follow recomme ndations in the pre¬ 
sentence report. 

The magistrates gave Edmunds a 12- 
month Community Order with a 
requirement to carry out 120 hours of 
unpaid work plus £450 and a victim’s 
surcharge of £60.

The company expanded, taking over a 
part of another lockmaking business, and 
became Willenhall Locks in 1959. 



THE LANDMARK base of a lock¬ 
making firm that closed suddenly 
with the loss of jobs in September 
is to be sold, it has emerged. 

The former base of Willenhall Locks 
Ltd will go under the hammer at an 
auction on December 5 with Cottons. 

It has a guide price of between £319,000 
and £359,000. 

Willenhall Locks and Keys Ltd suddenly 
fell into administration. It had been a 
feature in the town since opening in the late 
1950s. The firm operated from several 
industrial units in John Harper Street and 
also Stringes Lane, Willenhall. 

Twenty-eight jobs were lost when the his¬ 
toric firm shut. 

Administrators Leonard Curtis had been 
appointed to handle the firm’s affairs. 

Willenhall South Councillor Carl Creaney 
said: “Only a few months ago this company 
went into liquidation and now it’s being 
sold. I hope we get a buyer and a business 
that can provide employment. Willenhall is 
well known for making locks but lockmak¬ 
ing is coming to an end. It’s a shame.” 

Willenhall South Councillor Sean Cough- 
lan added: “I hope whoever buys it creates 
jobs. We don’t want a developer to buy it and 
turn it into housing. We want jobs for local 
people.”

Ales well at 
brewery as 
business is 
on increase 

A BREWERY that more than tripled its beer 
production following a £250,000 expansion 
has invested another £25,000 in equipment 
after winning new business. 

Backyard Brewhouse in Brownhills has increased its 
brewing capacity from 4,000 to 12,000 pints a week in just 
over a year. Bosses have now bought two new fermenting 
vessels to cope with demand and increase capacity to more 


than 16,000 pints. 

And they have hinted 
there could be more jobs on 
the horizon, after four new 
staff were taken on since the 
brewery’s expansion. 

The firm, which now sup¬ 
plies around 200 pubs, 
recently won business from 
major companies such as 
Punch Taverns and J D 
Wetherspoon and hopes to 
branch out into supermar¬ 
kets in its latest venture. 

Director Austen Morgan 
said: “We have invested a 
further £25,000 in the 
brewery on top of the 
£250,000 for the expansion. 
We are looking at how we 
can approach supermarkets 
in terms of bottle sales.” 

The expansion work last 
year saw the brewery in 
Lichfield Road grow from 
1,400 sq ft to 2,500 sq ft and 
new equipment was 
installed. “The aim was to be 
at full capacity in 18 months

to two years, but growth was 
faster than anticipated,” Mr 
Morgan said. 

“At the point we closed to 
do the expansion, we were 
doing 4,000 pints a week. We 
are now doing 12,000 pints a 
week. This does not include 
bottle sales.” 

The brewery, based at the 
Gatehouse Trading Estate, 
which celebrated its fifth 
birthday in June, has also 
installed a new process 
chiller to fine-tune the way 
in which its beers ferment. 

The firm’s bottled range 
has also continued to grow in 
popularity with several spe¬ 
cialist wholesalers now 
stocking its beers. 

Brewery bosses took over 
The Fountain Inn, in Lower 
Forster Street, last year and 
reopened the 150-year-old 
pub after a revamp costing 
almost £100,000.

The hospital opened in 1864 as a county asylum. From 
1940 to 1947 it took emergency military and civilian 
patients, including soldiers evacuated from Dunkirk. Mrs 
Ingram, of Woodford Crescent, Burntwood, said more than 
100 people had already confirmed their attendance.

BACK in the early 1960s, steelworker 
Jack Moody, a groundsman’s son, 
tired of his work in the foundries and 
wood mills. 


Aged just 17, he invested in a rake, a fork and a 
shovel, fastened the tools of his trade to his 
bicycle and pedalled off around the West Mid¬ 
lands to set up his own landscape construction 
business. 

Now 50 years on, Jack Moody Holdings PLC 
has a turnover of around £16million, a staff in 
excess 250 and has won numerous awards and 
accreditations. 

His businesses now include one of the UK’s 
largest independent garden centres, Hollybush 
Garden Centre, at Shareshill as well as the 
country’s leading purpose-built recycling facility 
Jack Moody Landscapes Limited. 

Jack’s first foray into the world of landscaping 
involved mostly domestic gardens, with him 
working alongside two assistants. One of them, 
Gordon Griffiths, is still with the company today 
as contracts director. Jack soon passed his driving 



test and bought his first van, a Morris Minor. A 
few years later he was able to buy his first busi¬ 
ness premises, in Brunswick Park Road, Wednes- 
bury, where he doubled his workforce and bought 
his first pick-up. 

Wednesbury Fencing was formed as part of a 
practical expansion in 1976, and the company 
became a Limited Company the following year 
when it moved to its present site at Hollybush 
Farm. The site become a garden centre and, as its 
success grew, it expanded. 

Contracts 


Today its numerous successes include sub¬ 
sidiary nurseries and aquatic centres and major 
recycling sites at Stafford, Telford, Berkswell 
near Solihull. The recycling businesses has 
steadily expanded and now has contracts with 
numerous local authorities to receive and process 
their green waste. 

It also works with major housebuilders on 
showhome landscaping - including Barratt, 
Bovis, Persimmon, Redrow and Cala Homes. 

The business has won several contracts and 



numerous awards including three separate 
medals from BBC Gardener’s World Live. 

Among the more innovative contracts has been 
the installation of a roof garden at a Lichfield care 
home, the prestigious landscaping contract at the 
FA’s Staffordshire headquarters at St George’s 
Park, Burton and, for the first time in the UK, the 
setting up of courtyard landscaping using only 
edible plants, undertaken for Coventry Univer¬ 
sity. 

It is still very much a family business, though, 
as Jack’s wife June has worked alongside him for 
45 years.

Traffic alert 
with £301(1 
rebuild of 
rail bridge 

WORK will start next month 
to rebuild a bridge as part of 
the £30 million electrifica¬ 
tion of the Chase Line - that 
could cause months of traffic 
delays. 

The bridge in Station 
Road, Hednesford will be 
closed to all traffic on 
December 15. It will open 
the following day but close 
again for three months from 
January 4. 

Work on the bridge, a 
project likely to cost around 
£1.1 million, is expected to 
finish in April. The scheme 
began with work to upgrade 
the bridge in Bloxwich last 
week. 

Cannock Chase Council 
leader George Adamson, 
who also sits on Hednesford 
Town Council, welcomed the 
move. He said: “We are all in 
favour of electrification. The 
idea is to speed up journeys. ” 

The bridge in Station 
Road is just one of many that 
will be rebuilt or modified to 
allow for the electrification 
of the train line. 

Demolition works started 
last at the Broad Lane 
bridge in Bloxwich. 

Once all bridge works 
have been completed, elec¬ 
trification work will get 
under way in 2015 with the 
overall multi-million pound 
scheme set for completion in 
late 2017. 

It will see the installation 
of 15 miles of overhead 
cables. Diesel trains will also 
be replaced by electric ones. 
Drivers are being warned 
that the work could lead to 
disruptions for drivers.

Builder takes 
on council in 
legal fight 
over homes 


A LEADING developer claims council bosses 
have seriously underestimated the number of 
new homes that will be needed in a village 
near Walsall over the next 15 years. 


Builder Ken Lees has 
legally challenged South 
Staffordshire District 
Council in the High Court 
over its assessment that 56 
new homes will be required 
in Great Wyrley between 
now and 2028. 

The figure is contained in 
the council’s local plan 
which all planning authori¬ 
ties are required to submit 
to the government. 

It outlines how the council 
intends to develop its land 
over a certain period. 

Equates 

Mr Lees said Great Wyrley 
has sufficient infrastructure 
- such as rail and road links, 
shops, schools and other 
facilities - for substantially 
more housing. 

He described the estimate 
of 56 as ‘ridiculous’, saying 
the figure did not compare 
fairly with other villages in 
the district. The 77-year-old 
businessman said: “The 
natural expansion of the 
town requires a quota 
higher than that. 

“This equates to just three 
units of housing a year. 

“What about all the 
youngsters? Where are they 
going to live? A figure as low 
as 56 will force them to move 
out of the village.” 

Under the plan, Codsall 


Jby Marion Brennan 

has been allocated 222 
homes, Perton 166, Patting- 
ham 22, Kinver 91, Worn- 
bourne 256, Swindon 23, 
Coven 32, Wheaton Aston 
32, Cheslyn Hay 107, Essing- 
ton 23 and Feather stone 40. 

This earmarked develop¬ 
ment will take out more 
than 100 acres of green belt 
land in total, said Mr Lees. 

Mr Lees, who was brought 
up in Great Wyrley, and his 
company, KGL Estates Ltd, 
Swaffield Park, has taken 
South Staffordshire Council 
to the High Court in Birm¬ 
ingham. 

David Pattison, the 
council’s director of legal 
and public health protec¬ 
tion, said: “KGL Estates, as 
a large landowner in Great 
Wyrley, wanted a much 
larger number of houses to 
be built in Great Wyrley. 

“The council has defended 
this challenge strongly. We 
strongly disagree with 
KGL’s view. 

“The council’s case is that 
the allocation of 56 houses to 
Great Wyrley was a very 
carefully considered deci¬ 
sion, based on a large 
number of factors.” 

The High Court’s judg¬ 
ment is expected before 
Christmas. 


Ring road works due 

SEWER works on Walsall ring road will be relaunched in 
the new year after a hose used by contractors got stuck 
underground. Severn Trent Water originally completed 
urgent repairs to a collapsed sewer, in Bescot Road, near 
junction nine of the M6 three weeks ago. 

But during those works a hose being used by a private 
contractor became lodged in the sewer system causing a 
blockage in nearby Wallows Lane on the ring road. 

Severn Trent Water spokes-man Sarah McArthur said: 
“While a private contractor was carrying out work, a section 
of their hose became lodged in the sewer. In order to retrieve 
the hose, we’ve already dug down more than two metres, 
but we now suspect that it is trapped more than six metres 
underground. There are no roadworks over Christmas.”

Robbie swings back 
into the nation's hearts 
M! 


I any Robbie Williams fans have 
their favourite standout gig, 
whether it’s his 2001 Royal 
Albert Hall show, in which he belted 
out classic Swing When You’re 
Winning tracks, or the 2003 
Knebworth show, captured on the 
DVD What We Did Last Summer. 

Obviously there’s been a lot of water 
under the bridge since then, with his 
contribution to Take That’s superb 
Progress tour, and his more recent 
solo work. 

For many, his take on Frank Sinatra, 
Dean Martin and Sammy Davis Jr’s 
classics was a career highlight 12 
years ago, and on November 8 there 
was a sense that things had come full 
circle. 

Of course not everyone was able to 
get to the London Palladium to 
witness his latest evening of swing 
music, so Robbie Williams One Night 
at the Palladium is a chance to see 
what you missed. 

Performing tracks from new album 
Swings Both Ways, he is joined by 
special guests Lily Allen and Rufus 
Wainwright and Muppets Kermit the 
Frog and Miss Piggy. 


“Moi is always thrilled to perform at 
the Palladium, no matter who I have to 
share the stage with,” remarked the 
porcine superstar. “But being up there 
with moi’s dear friend Robbie Williams 
and Kermie will make this night even 
more spectacular!” 

Well, quite. 

Williams has suffered many highs 
and lows since he last belted out a 
load of swing classics for a paying 
audience. 

In 2002, his mammoth £80million 
contract with EMI was one of the 
biggest music deals in history. 

The album Escapology, co-penned 
with Guy Chambers, included a 
couple of crackers in Come Undone 
and Feel. Both peaked at number four 
in the UK charts, while the album itself 
was a huge hit worldwide, topping the 
charts in more than a dozen 
countries, including here. 

His 2005 album Intensive Care was 
also a global smash, but a year later 
many fans were disappointed with his 
follow-up, Rudebox. 

Despite impressive production from 
the likes of Mark Ronson and the Pet 


Shop Boys, it looked like Robbie pre¬ 
empted his fate and ‘came undone! 

By 2009 he scraped back some 
credibility with the album Reality Killed 
the Video Star, a project boosted by the 
work of super producer Trevor Horn. 

Admittedly the track Morning Sun 
struggled in the UK charts, but Bodies 
was much stronger, hitting number 2. 

In 2010, his long-awaited reunion 
with Take That saw Williams back on 
form, both on the album Progress, and 
their stunning tour, which left each of 
the five band members a reported 
£7million better off. 

Having healed a much-publicised rift 
with Gary Barlow, their duet Shame 
won over Take That fans, while 
Barlow-penned 2012 track Candy saw 
Robbie back at the top of the charts 
for the first time since 2004’s Radio. 

Now, with old mate Guy Chambers 
back on board as songwriter, it looks 
like the 39-year-old has bounced back 
from the brink once more. 

So, if this new century keeps 
bringing you down, settle back and 
enjoy as one of Blighty’s greatest 
showmen works his magic once more.

Performance and economy in a Mercedes 


DRIVING a good-looking or 
arresting car often attracts admir¬ 
ing glances. Occasionally, the 
attention can be unwelcome. 
Here’s a case in point. 

I rented a house in the south of France for 
a holiday earlier this year and drove down in 
a Mercedes CLA. 

What a lovely trip it was going to be. And 
indeed it was, except for one incident on my 
way out just south of Lyon. 

I was driving along a dual carriageway 
and overtook a rather battered looking small 
French car. The vehicle then proceeded to 
overtake mine and its occupants gestured 
for me to pull over. 

Suspicious of their motives, I immediately 
took advantage of the car’s power to leave 
others standing and left them well behind. 

I was driving the CLA 220 CDI, the only 
diesel model available, which has excellent 
in-gear acceleration, as I discovered. This is 
especially true in sport mode, which I 
quickly engaged, where the throttle 
response and gearshifts from the dual¬ 
clutch gearbox are sharp indeed. It will also 
get up to 62mph in 8.1 seconds. 

Aside from needing that speed of 
response, this is a car that loves cruising 
around town and eating up those hundreds 
of miles very comfortably when driving 
through France. And when you get stuck in 
the holiday traffic on the bottlenecks to the 
sun, the stop/start saves you plenty of fuel. 
And speaking of fuel, for a car of this size and

capability, consumption is very healthy and 
gives you more money to spend on wine to 
bring back. 

On the motorway run I got close to 60mpg 
on the journey there and again on the way 
back with a boot full of Provencal rose. 

Add low C02 emissions to the economy 
and it is an attractive option for company car 
drivers. And when winding through the hills 
of Provence the car, with its accurate steer¬ 
ing, is very sporty with low-roll cornering 
and keen front-end bite giving a very enjoy¬ 
able ride. 

Combination 


There’s no denying that it is a striking car 
with a combination of short overhangs, a 



every angle. 

Two trim levels are available in the UK. 
Top-spec AMG Sport models have five-spoke 
AMG alloys, a silver pin grille and slightly 
deeper bodywork and the entry-level Sport, 
as driven by me, is attractive enough. 

Inside it’s as stylish as the outside with 
sports seats giving a low seating position 
that adjusts every which way to get the 
perfect position for every driver, plus quality 
materials and finish. There are several 


driving assistance systems (some standard 
and some options) which reduce the driver’s 
workload. 

Standard-fit features for the coupe 
include Attention Assist - drowsiness detec¬ 
tion (and that worked with me after a long 
stint behind the wheel with me thinking I’ll 
just go on to the next services when I really 
did need to take a break) and radar-based 
Collision Prevention Assist with adaptive 
Brake Assist. 

If the warnings don’t work this latter 
feature combines with Distronic Plus to 
become Collision Prevention Assist Plus, 
incorporating an additional function. 

When a danger of collision persists and 
the driver fails to respond, the system 
brakes at speeds of up to 124mph, reducing 
the severity of collisions with slow or sta¬ 
tionary vehicles. 

The system also brakes in response to sta¬ 
tionary vehicles at a speed of up to 19mph 
and is able to prevent rear-end collisions at 
speeds of up to 12mph. And safety is more 
and more becoming the name of the game 
when choosing which car to go for. 

Established assistance systems, such as 
Adaptive Highbeam Assist and the Lane 
Tracking package with Blind Spot and Lane 
Keeping Assist, are also available for the 
CLA. 

My conclusion? It’s an excellent motor¬ 
way cruiser, likes the town, loves the country 
and has a nice balance between performance 
and economy. Prices start at £24,355 on the 
road.

Good show without reward for wolves

DESPITE the lack of goals 
Wolves were pretty good. 

Brentford were as pugnacious 
and strong an opponent as they 
have possibly faced this season.

Jackett had every reason to be 
delighted with the winger’s start 
and there is confidence that, like 
Henry, there will be even better to 
come. 

As has become one of this 
season’s trademarks, Jacobs 
swapped at regular 15-minute

Against Brentford he veered 
towards the erratic and indul¬ 
gent, a reminder that the team 
has to put up with an awful lot in 
return for sometimes very little.
